Coroner Baltz, w?ho personally investi­ 
gates all auto accidents, said th at at 
least 85 per cent of the fatalities in 
which automobiles figure are due to 
carelessness or recklessness. 
The coroner’s statem ent said: “F ay­ 
ette county pedestrians and drivers of 
vehicles who remain within the law 
are going to have the protection of the 
law so fa r as the coroner’s office is 
concerned. 
From my investigation of 
various fatalities due to automobile 
accidents both pedestrians and drivers 
have been guilty of recklessness. 
“Recently the sacrifice of human life 
has been far too great in Fayette 
county and rigid steps will be taken 
to cure auto drivers of their disregard 
of law. 
In the future all operators of 
automobiles who, through a violation 
of any part of the automobile code 
take a human life will be held on a 
charge of m urder so fa r as the cor­ 
oner’s office is concerned.
